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THRE REPUBLICAN STATKE CON-
VENTION.

A Rervnuicaxy State Convention meets at
Harrisburg to-day to nominate eandidates for
Auditor-General and SBurveyor-General and to
ponsatruot a platform for the fall campaign.
The offices are in themselves of no political
significance, as a clear-headed and honest
Democrat might make as good an Auditor or
Surveyor as a Republican, and the signifi-
eanoe of the October State election lies in the
faot that it will be popularly considered a test

of partisan strength, and indicative of
the probable action of Pennsylvania
in the Presidential election of 1872, The

Democracy have grown fearfully hungry dur-
ing their prolonged exclusion from national
power; their old wheel-horses and favorites,
exoept those who have the good fortune to be
quartered on rich local treasuries like that of
Tammany, are well-nigh famished; and they
have made wup their minds to win
in the pgrand Presidential fight, if any
real or pretended sacrifice of principle,
or any concession to that idol of
over-greedy spoils-bunters, availability, can
insure a {rinwph. By way of preparing for
the futore they will probably make carefnl
nominations at the State Convention they are
fo hold a week hence, anud then work like
beavers to secure the election of their
““stapdard-bearers.” As the Republicans take
the initistive in the confilict, it behooves them

to cousider well its probable con.
tingencies, and to wisely arrange its
preliminaries, Comparatively little trouble

is apprebended. The only Pennsylvanian
named a8 a rival to Grant for the snocession,
the illustrious Geary, formally declined the
bonor of a Presidential nomination when it
was tendered last night by one of his enthn-
siastic admirers, and as his expressed wish to
“retire to privaoy’ after the completion of
his Gubernatorial term is likely to be uni-
versally respected by his admiring fellow-
cilizens, there is no apparent danger of Penn.-
sylvania bunting up any other favorite
son to become a direct antagonist to Grant,
Whether his administration will be fully and
cordially indorsed remains to be seen, but
Senator Scott publicly expressed an earnest
hope last night that ‘‘the convention wonld
heartily indorse Congress and the wholn Re-
publican administration;” and it is perhaps
so ordered by the wire-pullers. One of the
main points remaining unadjustsd is the de-
termination of the grave question of who
shall be chairman of the Republican State
Central Committee; and if the campaign
waxes hot and furions, its issus willidepend
much more upon the selection of this chair-
man than npon the nomination of candidates,
important political battles in this State hav-
ing been repeatedly won or lost Iy the effi-
ciency or the incompetency of the appointed
leaders of its partisan armies.

Bexaror Coxyern's bill for submitting the
question of abolishing or continuing the
Duilding Commission to a popular vote next
October was yesterday referred by the Houss
to the Committee on Municipal Oorporations,
This action was taken after considerable dis-

cussion a8 to the propriety of referring it to

he Judieiary Committee and to a committee

of the Philadelphia members, and il may be
congidered as a quiet method of giving a death-
blow to this the last project of the anti-Penn
Square party to defeat the ercction of the
public buildings upon the site selected by
the people of Philadelphia. The partisans of
the anti-Penn Sqguare party in the House
did their best to keep the bill out of the
hands of the Committee on Municipal Cor-
porations, and its reference to that committee
was evidently considered upon all sides as
equivalent to its defeat. It is to be hoped
that the committee will now take the only
proper action, and report the bill with a nega-
tive recommendation, and thus give the
Washington Square property-holders to under-
stand that, so far as Lhe Legislatare is con-
cerned, no impediments will be thrown in the
way of the commission in their efforts to
execute the will of the people; and then there
will be some chance that the much-needod
buildings will finally be erected upon the
chosen site, in spite of the intrignes of the
anti-Penn Squareites. :

Tue Srare SBexarte, for some. inexplicable
reason, is opposed to giving the peopls of
Philadelphia an opportunity to purify their
delegate elections by throwing around them
the restraints of law. While the correctness
of the principle is admitted by the passage of
a bill uuthorizing its application to the city
of Lancaster, efforts are being made to pre-
vent our citizens from enjoying its benaelits,
The result of this discrimination, if persisted
in, will be a reversal of the old description
of the two cities. It was said, long ago, that
Philadelphia was the best governed and Lan-
caster the worst governed city of the country;
but if Lancaster is to have fair and decent
delegate elections, aud Philadelphia is to re-
main the prey of political bummerism, it will
not be singnlar if Lancaster becomes the best
and Philadelphia decidedly the worst governed
city of the State.

A CABLE TELEGRAM states that the destruo-
tion of life and property by the bombard-
ment of the American quarter of Paris yes-
terday was fearful. We regret that any class
of American citizens, at home or abroad,
should be the victims of calamity; but there
is no class less deserving of sympathy than
those who voluntary expatriate themselves,
during a long series of years, to seek selfish
enjoyment in a luxurious foreign city. It
bas passed into a proverb that a portion of
rich Americans habitually regard Paris as an
Elysium; but the scenes of ths last few
months, winding up with a bombardment of
their favorite quarter, has essentially modi-
fied this opinion, and at this moment Paris
must be, to them, the antipodes of an
Elysinm,

THE AUDITOR-GENERALSHIP,

Dy, David Stanton, the Probable Republie
can Unndidate,

A special despatch from Harrisburg, 12 our
gccond edition, states that in all probability Dr.
David Btanton will receive the nomination for
Auditor-General from the Republlcan State Con-
vention now In session.

Dr. Stanton iz a sou of the lale Dr. Benjamin
Stanton, of Ohlo, and a nephew of the late
Becretary Stanton, to whom he bears a striking
resemblance. He wag born In 1529, and, after
studying medicine, and graduating at the Cleve-
land Medleal College and the Unlversity of
Pennsylvania, removed, at the age of twenty-
one, to New DBrighton, Beaver county, where he
commenced the practice of medicine, and has
continned to reside. In August, 1801, he en
tered the arwy as surgeon of the 1st Pennsyl
vanla Cavalry, and was connoeted with the
Army of the Potomae until promoted to the
post of eurgeon of United States Volunteers, in
November, 1862, from which date until he re
slgned, in December, 1585, he acted as Saperin
tendent of Mospltals, and as assistant and act
log Medical Director of the Northern Depart
ment, on the staffs of General Helntzelman and
Hooker, In 1854 he was breveted licutenant-
colonel, and in 1865 was made brevet golonal.

Dr, Btanton is of Quaker descent, and was
paturally an sbolltionlet of the old school, in
the times when it was not popular Lo embrace
such sentiments. IHe has never Leld any pub-
He ofiice, but Is at present Chalrman of the
Beaver County Republican Commiitee,

ANOTHER SHATTHRED MOXUMENT.
The Desivuction of the Vendome Columun
nt Pavis.

The Communisis, or
the empire, have just added to their crimes
sgainst civilization by the destruction of the
lamous 2olumn in the Place Vendome, which
has been for over fifty years one of the art glo-
ries of the world. This triumphsl monument
was erecled In 1808 by the Emperor Napoleon I
in commemorntion of the success of the Freach
armies. The golumnp was of the Tuscan order,
Its

belght was 185 feet, and 1t» clreumference at the
baee 90 feot. The base was 21 feet high and 20
feet equare, The column was coversd wilh baa-
reliefs in bronze, composed of 276 plates made
out of 1200 pieces of cannen taken from the
TRussjans and Austrians, representing the vie-
torles of the French armies in the German cam-
palgn of 1805. There were over 2000 figares,
ench three feet In height, In these bas.rellefs,
and the total welght of metal was about 360,000
pounds, The colomn was surmounted by a
colossal bronze statue of Napoleon I, eleven
feat high. A staine of the emperor was
hurled to tae ground by the mob of
1814, but France wns not satizfied until
a finer ome wnas placed upon the summit.
The whole cost of the Vendome Column was
aboul 300,000, exclusive of the eaptured mate-
rial which made 80 large a part of it. The best
view of Paris was obtalned from its summit, and
it wns one of the first poiots of intereat visited
by travellers, The cheap rage of the mob has
asgain cost Parls dear. What is to be the next
act of vandalism?
